INSURRECTION IN ITALY. 



REVOLUTION I3ST SPAIN. 



The steamship Pacific arrived about one 
o'clock yesterday morning. Sho brings 
dates from San Francisco 10 the 6th instant, 
St. Louis to the 28th of Aril, and Europe to 
the 8th of April. The news is important 
and highly interesting in its charact er : 
California. 

C. C. Ruchel, a wine merchant of San 
Francisco, has failed, and disappeared!: 

It has been discovered that the Japanese 
sailors, lately lionised in San Francisco 
had passed off a large quantity of bogus 
coin in that city. 

A boy, twelve years of age, committed 
suicide at Suissun Valley, on the 29th ult., 
by taking strychnine. 

Two drunken fellows meeting a China- 
man early on the morning of the Gth ult., 
with his balanced market-baskets, kicked 
his market stuff into the gutter. John quiet- 
ly picked them up, and was procceeding, 
when one of the fellows stabbed him and 
ran away. No arrests. 

The report of the prize fight is generally 
discredited in San Farncisco. 

The Mariposa Gaselle says: mark the 
men that carry weapons in every-day life 
and handle them, particularly when drunk, 
and see if distressing difficulty does not 
aiise therefrom. Col. Fremont will riot em- 
ploy or allow a man either in his mines or 
mills to carry weapons. The influence of 
this rule is already felt in bear Valley. 

On Sunday, April 15th, as Richard Lewis, 
of Vacaville, was driving home a cow with 
a young calf, and having dismounted to as- 
sist the progress of the call, the cuw turned 
upon and gored him so badly as to cause his 
death on the Sunday following. 

Last fall, says the Mountan Democrat, a 
firm in Orson Valley, purchased all the bay 
that could be had in that region, tint have 
since sold the greater part of it at three 
hundred dollars per ton. They have clear- 
ed, we are informed, several thousand dol- 
lars by the operation. 

A suicide was committed at Dutch Flat, 
on the 2u May, says the Placer Herald, un- 
der the following circumstances : one man 
went to the cabin of another and charged 
him with robbing sluices. The acou-ed 
man seized a knife, drove his accuser from 
the house, and then shutting and fastening 
the door, cut his own throat. 

The States. 

The Charleston Convention was in ses- 
sion. The time was principally occupied 
in discussing the popular sovereignty ques- 
tion. It is thought Douglas will be the 
nominee. Great trouble is looked for. 

On the 25th cf April snow fell at Oswego, 
N. Y. Cotton and other crops were con- 
siderably damaged at the South on the 25th, 
by a heavy frost. 

Obi; Lander sailod on the steamer of the 
20th of April for California. He was sere- 
naded in New York previous to his depar- 
ture, and made a speech. 

An explosion occurred in a powder mill 
at Yeilow Springs, near Xenia, Onio, on the 
28th of April, killing Mr. Noller, and James 
Smith, U. S. Marshal. 

Mr. Arms was shot dead recently, at To- 
peka, Kansas, by a man named' Ritchie, 
while attempting to arrest him for robbing 
the post oliice. 

The post office at Cairo, Illinois, tho poor- 
house at Stonebridge, Mass., and thirteen 
dwelling houses, besides several saw and 
flouring mills at Gardiner, Maine, have re- 
eontiy been destroyed by fire. 



On the night of the 25th of April, the edi- 
tor of the Scranton Herald was mobbed, to- 
gether with his employes, by a party of 
gamblers. 

A fugitive slave was rescued at Troy, 
New York, on the 27th April, and ran over 
to the Canada side. 

On the night of tho 20th April, the steam- 
boat A. T. Lacy, from Saint Louis bound to 
New Orleans, was burned near Memphis. 
Seven childrm and six of the crew were 
lost. Loss 58000 

The new Senator from California, Latham, 
has made a speech in the U. S. Senate, 
which is pronounced the most brilliant or- 
atorical effort of the session. 

The Potter and (Vyor duel at Washington 
did not come oil — Pryor's seconds object- 
ing to the terms of the light proposed by 
Potter. 

A Republican Convention was held at 
Baltimore on the 2tiih April. A row occur- 
red, and the convention adjourned without 
taking any action. 

A collision occurred between two trains 
on Iron Mountain Railroad, near Saint Louis, 
by which John Simons, formerly of the 
banking house of Lucas & Simons, Dr. 
Kher, Clerk of the Board of Health, G. W, 
Rothie, and a boy named James Murray, 
were killed, and several wounded. 

Advices from Vera Cruz are to the 15th 
April. Miramon arrived at the Capital on 
the 7fh, with from 1,600 to 1,800 men. No 
importaut events had transpired. Miramon 
had sent a hitler letter to Secretary Cass re- 
lative to the captured steamers. 

A severe shock of an earthquake occurred 
at the island of St. Domingo, on the 8tli 
Apni. Several buildings were demolished. 
Europe. 

The Great Eastern would, it was said, bo 
ready to sail in June, anil would accom- 
pany the squadr on of the Prince of Wales, 
stopping at Portland. 

The English and French treaty continues 
to be much approved in its practical ope- 
ration. 

The Secretary of Sardinia has been exiled. 

The report of negotiations for an offensive 
and defensive treaty between France and 
Denmark is contradicted. 

The otiicial Journal of the Two Cities 
contains dales to the 5th nil. from Siciily. 
An insurrection in Messina had been sup- 
pressed after an obstinate battle in the 
streets ami houses. 

It was announced at Naples thai tho 
rebels at Palermo had been dispersed. 

The Emporor of Morocco has ratified the 
treaty of peace. The boundaries of Centa 
have been amicably arranged, The value 
of territory ceded to Spain is three hundred 
millions of reals. 

A Carlist revolution, headed by General 
Ortego, had broken out in Spain, but was 
speedily suppressed. 

The great prize fight between Sayers and 
Heenan took place on the 17th of April. 
The light lasted two hours and thirty min> 
utes, during which Ihirty-seven rounds were 
(ought. Sayers drew the first blood, and 
lleeuan cianned the first knock-down blow. 
Sayers did not show any signs of punish- 
ment, but his right arm was much injured 
by his attempts to ward off Heenan's tre- 
mendous blow-;. Heenan once got tho 
champion's head under his arm, and was 
about to strangle him. The umpires subse- 
quently quilted the ring and declared a 
drawn battle, but two or lliree more skir- 
mishes were made, Heenan seeming indiff- 
erent as to whether he hit Sayers or his 
second. The crowd of people ut the fight 
was immense. The referees decided thai 
it was a drawn batlle. There is a rumor 
that tho men will fight again. 

The insurrection in Naples was crushed, 
the Government troops carrying, by assault, 
a convent in which the insurgents were col- 
lected. In Sicily the insurrection had'mado 
headway, there being 10,000 men in arms, 
and the cry was, " Union with the new Ital- 
ian kingdom." By the last dispatches, the 
insurrection had been suppressed, after des- 
perate lighting at Messina. 

The differences between 'France and Swit- 
zerland in relation to Savoy, have been placed 
in the hands of the Great Powers, though it 
is doubtful whether a Conference would as- 
semble. England and Prussia, however, con- 
sent to Switzerland's demand for a Confer- 
ence, and Russia bad replied favorably. 

French and other Continental papers ac- 
cuse the English Parliament of favoring the 
recent Carlist attempt, in Spain, and the in- 
surrection in Sicily. For indulging in these 
remarks those journals were reprimanded by 
the Government. 

Switzerland is still exercised about the an- 
nexation of Savoy to Franuc, but nothing im- 
portant; has occurred. 

The Emperor of Austrsa is about to visit 
Queen Victoria. 

The Sultan of Turkey has recalled Omcr 
Pasha from oxiLo. 

Good relations between Franco and Eng- 
land are restored.

and yet the Gover: or agrees lo give Stamp, 
at a reduced price, 17,000 acres of land, 
which at that rate each would reduce the 
landholders of the Colony to not more than 
six hundred persons, when all would bo 
sulci. The Speaker, Cary & Co., asked the 
House simply to concur with His Excellen- 
cy in the Slamp bargain. Is that reform 1 
Can men be 'Misted who, like the Governor, 
told the land reform deputation that he 
was favorable lo pre-emption, and yet se- 
cretly decided to givo aaay 17,000 acies ! 
Can Helmcken, Cary & Co. be trusted when 
Heltncken about the first of October, con- 
curred with the people's petition lor pre- 
emption, and then in March, instead of 160 
acres, eaoh advocate 17,000 ! Are such as 
these to be our leaders? Men with such 
shuffling principles are only asses in the 
linn's skin, or more properly wolves in 
sheep's clothing. 

Another grievance is: the harbor is filling 
up, and the reformers nre opposed to doing 
anything to remove the obstructions, lint 
who has done most to fill up the harbor .' 
No less a personage than His Excellency 
the Governor, aided by Helmcken and Co. 
A bridge was thrown across dames Bay 
without consent of the House and against 
the protest, by which vessels of a hundred 
tons are prohibited from «oing lo the lumber 
yards above. And yet they cry that the 
Reformers nre obstructing the harbor. Do 
they not brav like asses, when ihey ask the 
people lo believe they are honestly disposed 
to enlarge, deepen and improve tho harbor ! 
Bui the harbor is filling up with dirt. No 
one has done so much as His Excellency, 
and I he Janus-faced concern lhat aids him 
to fill up the harbor. Look at the bulk- 
head constructed in front of the Government 
buildings. The earth was wheeled into it by 
the Indians, and every lide washes it out to 
shallow the harbor. Anil that too was done 
without law ; without the consent of the 
people ; and against the wishes of the peo- 
ple. Still ihe Reformers 'are charged with 
obstructing the harbor. If the Obstructives 
have not obstructed the harbor, who has? 
But the fallacy of this harbor cry is so 
transparently delusive, that the bray of the 
ass can never be taken for the linn's roar. 
For the organ tells us thai only £14,000 is 
recpiired for the public service. Not a dime 
of this sum is harbor appropriation. And 
yot money is required to improve the harbor. 
Never were there more palpable non- 
tensu than lo charge the reformers with 
obstructing the harbor, when the Oracle's 
admission, and the government estimates 
art) not only perfectly silent as to ways 
and means lo improve it. but actually lives 
the amount for other purposes to be voted 
ill ISM. Such are the men who would 
gain popularity — a thing impossible — by 
deluding die pe pie. 

The somersault tumbling concern of 
manifest India-rubber principles, would have 
us believe that £1-1,000 is all that is asked. 
This is another deception, Tho estimates 
one, two ami three make £'14, 927 0s. Id.; 
anil estimate four adds £7,500 more for ne- 
cessary purposes ; making a total of £22,- 
•t77 0s. Id. The sum total being divided 



by the census population 2,884, tho quotient 
is £7 Ins. lid. to each man, woman and child 
in the colon) ; and may for all practical 
purposes be set cown at £8 per head. Hut 
were the contingent expenses added, the 
sum total would exceed £21,000, and conse- 
quent ly exceed £8 per head. And yet we 
are told that the taxes are near £3 per head ! 
Figures don't lie ; and consequently oni 
statement is demonstrative evidence of our 
assertion lhat the tax-payers, after deducting 
tiniibient persons, women and children, 
would not he more than 1,000 persons, liable 
for £24 or S120 each. Such is the pro- 
gramme of Oastruelive taxation, and to gain 
it they would shirk investigation into our 
financial condition. 

But 1I13 Obstructive organ would like us 
to understand thai if £-1,000 are raised by 
land sales, fees and lines of court, and regis- 
tration of real estate; with £-1,000 more from 
liquor licenses, and as much for harbor dues 
and post office, the (.Inert tax would not be 
more than £3, and thus the concern Would 
quibble out of the £8 and the £24 per head. 
Everybody knows that taxes areeithei direct 
or indirect, and whether paid by direcj as- 
sessment on property, or in lees tor ri'uisler- 
ing titles, for whiskey, ho- landing permits, or 
as payment for land, it is money taken from 
the people. Ami the money so taken is a 
lax on capital and industry. Still with this 
fearful lax hanging over our heads, the Re- 
form parly are changed with obstructing the 
Government, simply in consequence of ask- 
ing for every information connected with the 
financial condition of the country, If they 
did not ask for it they would be traitors lo 
their constituents. 



Pack Bullocks — We observe among tho 
live Mock brought by the llyack, a number 
of large pack bullocks. The owner thinks 
thai these animals will serve a double pur- 
pose to those desirous of reaching Iho Ques- 
nelle mines, viz : they will pack from 250 to 
300 pounds, and at the end of the journey 
can tie sold for beef. If the plan is practi- 
cable, miners could make money out of tho 
operation.

A Charitable Editor. — The editor of 
the Port Towusend Register must be a very 
charitable man. In Ins last issue he cor- 
dially invites all large vessels that cannot 
enter Victoria harbor to visit his town ami 
discharge their cargoes there. Much obli- 
ged, s';i ; but if there should happen to 
arrive a vessel that cannot he broUghl in 
here, we'll just send her into Esquiinalt, 
which is only three miles oil', ami not put 
your warehousemen to unnecessary trouble, 
or the owners of the ship io heavy expense, 
by running her thirty-live miles further lo 
Port Townsend. In a few months hence, 
when our harbor will he crowded with ship- 
ping ; our warehouses filled to overflowing ; 
and the wha lingers working night and day : 
if you will only behave yourself, we'll just 
send a lew of our clippers over to your 
town, and furnish your merchants with 
what they have never had yet— something 
lo do!

Our attentive correspondent at 
Yale, "Jonah," sends us a letter, from 
which we extract the following items: 

The Yale Steam Navigation Company 
Tiave elected their Directors: Messrs. Beedy, 
Elliott, Mc Roberts, Power and Kurtz — the 
iast named gentleman is Chairman of the 
Board ; H. Nelson, Secretary, and E. II. 
Satindersj, Treasurer. Proposals for build- 
ing the boat are already coming in, but 
none have been as yot opened. 

Several of the parties arrested on suspi- 
cion of having been concerned in the rob- 
bery of Romano's store, have been dis- 
charged for want of sufficient evidence. 

W. T. Ballou, Esq., writes us as follows 
from Port Douglas : 

Several pack-trains have arrived at Port 
Douglas. G. B. Wright says the packers 
have made one trip to the Quesnelle mines, 
and had to leave their loads and not get 
paid for the goods : consequently no money 
came from that quarter this trip. The 
trains arrived at tin* diggings just about the 
same time the miners did ; so as yet nothing 
reliable has come to hand from Alexander. 
H, Robinson writes to Sutton & Helmering\ 
at Hope that he sells the goods they send 
him at a good price, anil gets the cash. Yet 
he says ihere is so little known about the 
country, that one cannot take a determined 
stand. 

Mr. Thomas Dawson, on his way hack to 
Oregon from the Similkameen diggings, 
called upon us yesterday. .Mr. Dawson 
came through to Lytton City from Similka- 
meen mines and reports that about 450 
miners had left the Similkameen country 
for Quesnelle. 

There were about thirty men left on the 
Similkameen when our informant left. Five 
or six of these had claims 01, Rich Bar, 
which paid live or six dollars per day to the 
hand. 

Mr. Dawson says that just before he left 
Lytton City, a report had rsiched that place 
that the diggings on Quesnelle had proved 
a failure; but he heard no particulars. 

Mr. H. Lee Alley, of Ballou's Express, 
hands us the following items from the river : 

Two Indiaus arrived at Yale report that 
Thomas Barry, long a resident of Fort Yule, 
who was on his way to Canal Hiver, fell 
from a mountain between the folks and Fort 
Alexander and was dashed to pieces. The 
report is discredited. 

Fraser Rner has fallen two feet. 

Deputy Collector McCrea and a friend, 
while taking a sail opposite New West- 
minster, on the 11th instant, were capsized 
by a flaw of wind. They clung to the boat, 
and weie taken off by Indians with their 
canoes. 

The Henrietta left yesterday (12th insl.) for 
Port Douglas. The Col. Moody left the same 
clay for Fort Hope at 2 p. m. 

■ Captain Vm. Jeffrays, of the Express 
Company, sends us the following : 

Four pack-trains arrived at Lytton City 
from Fort Alexander, and report 1.500 men 
as having passed the Kamelupes on their 
way to Fort Alexander from the Similka- 
meen mines.

House of Assembly. 

Monday, May Mth, I8G0. 
House met at 3 o'clooV i\ M. Present — Speaker 
" Helmcken, a.mi Messrs. \. addington, Foster, Gor- 
don, Green, Crease, Cooper, Franklin, Cary Coles, 
Tolmie, Southgate. 

The members of the Election Committee were 
sworn in by Chief Justice Cameron. 

A message was received from His Excellency 
the Governor, staling that he was on the eve of 
his departure for British Columbia, and would fur- 
nish the correspondence with tbe Homo Govern- 
ment regarding the town-site of Victoria, on his 
return. 

Mr. Franklin introduced a bill for the regulation 
of the currency of t ie colony. 

Mr. Cary's resolution, that, the House go into 
Committee to consider the Estimates, was taken 
up. 

Mr. Cary — The members of the House will have 
perceived that the colony is no longer under the 
Hudson Bay Co. rule ; it is subject to the Imperial 
Government only. The dispatches nsked for from 
the Governor have clearly explained everything. 
The company reoeived one-tenth of the proceeds 
from the land-sales, and the other nine-tenths 
wero to go towards improvement of the colony. 
The Crown will have to re-purchase the town-site 
from tho company. Her Majesty's government 
are under liability to pay a certain sum to the com- 
pany; but are in reality owners of the land. The 
&, JO. Co. has no more interest in the Island than 
that of mortgagee waiting to be paid off. The cc- 
ony is no more entitled to the money arising from 
the sale of the town lots, than the king of Timbuc- 
too. The only duty involving upon us as a colo- 
ny, is to provide for ourselves. Her Majesty's 
government has become a by-word because this 
Housn has meddled with matters that do not con- 
cern us. The Estimates should be passed ; we 
stand in need of funds to carry on the government ; 
a debt of £2,000 has been incurred since the com- 
mencement of the year. I move that the House 
go into Committee on the Estimates. 

Mr. Wadding-ton referred to the dispatches which 
had been sent In by the Governor, and commented 
at some length upon the affairs of ihe H. li. Co, 
and the Imperial Government. The hon. gentle- 
man said — His Excellency is not aware of any 
liability of the H. B. Co. with tho Homo Govern- 
ment ; I don't believe he is — nor the Home 
k Government either, (hear, hear.) I do not think 
wo should consider the Estimates until we know 
something tibout the affairs of tho Government, 
and I shall oppose the motion for a Commit too of 
the Whole, 



Mr. Coles — I havo listened, Mr. Speaker, to a 
long and able speech from the learned Attorney 
General, but it was not bo full of facts as I could 
wish to have seen. We have asked, Who the Is- 
land belonged tof and the answer is, Wo don't 
know. Wo have asked, What the liabilities arc? 
and are answered, W'e don't know. We have 
asked for information on certain subjects, and the 
answer is, We haven't got any to «ivo. If I have 
a wagon the axles of which begin to get rusty, I 
take the wheels oil' and give it a good greasing; 
but if I keep it running," it will be in a nice fix after 
a while. 1 think, Mr. Speak jr, the wheels of the 
government want greasing too, and if it is not 
done soon, we'll hav a crcsh, (hear, hrnr.) 

Mr. Gordon instanced Liie eases of the colonies 
of British Guiana and Jamaica, whose Parliaments 
refused to voto supplies for two whole years, mid 
at the end of that limo were so much in debt that 
it took them twenty years to pet out of it. The 
hon. gentleman declared his willingness to vote 
for a Committee of the Whole. 

Mr. Foster — Each hon. member has assumed in 
his speech that we wish lo prevent sums of money 
being granted, or the government to prosper. Tbe 
idea is wrong, and comes in very had grace from 
them. As soon as we have a proper basis to work 
Upon, we will favor the graining of supplies. The 
supplies are forced forwaid without any practical 
Information necessary to act on ; and I appeal to 
every member present to say if we have been fur- 
nished with nccounts which every other Parlia- 
ment Has had laid beforo it. The gentlemen who 
brought forward and support this motion, arc well 
aware of the poor ground rhey occupy. It is said 
the public service has been brought into disgrace; 
if reckless expenditure could help to do it, it has 
been brought into disgrace. What becomes of 
the proceeds of laud sales ? You will find that the 
Governor is in a dilemma, from which all his talent 
cannot extricate him. The House wishes to giant 
the supplies; but they will only do so when the 
information required is laid beforo them. 

Mr. Tolmll — The gentleman has asked what 
becomes of the proceeds of the land sales? The 
money is paid to government officials. The Esti- 
mates' should be considered, but only that portion 
which is required at once passed. 

Mr. Cooper — If there is any question which 
calls for the erasure of tbe Hou.e upon the Exe- 
cutive, it is Ihe mutter of the Indian land titles. 

Mr. Crease reviewed the nrgtnents of previous 
speakers, and though! there was no doubt but we 
should have a full and exact statement of alf.iirs 
as they stand. The hon. gentleman could nut see 
any great necessity for an outlay of money; anu 
thought from the showing of the hon. gentleman 
that there were ample resources from land sales 
to support the government for the present. 

On motion of Mr, Coles, the House adjourned 
to 8 o'clock, 1'. M. 

EYBNtNO SESSION. 

The House met at 8 o'clock 1'. M. 

Mr. Franklin spoke at considerable leuctli and 
said there was no liability against ihe Colony, That 
the debt duo the II. li Co. would, have' lo lie 
paid by Her Majesty, her heirs and executors. 
I'liat the Colony bad no public buildings; and 
that it would take double £14,000 to meet the es- 
timates for the year. £30.000 would scarcely be 
enough to meet the expenses, and as there was 
only ,'iOOO persons 'in the Colony, £10 taxes would 
have to be levied on each person. Still he was 
willing to do it; and go into committee of sup- 
ply, and show to the Home Government our con- 
dition, and seek its aid. 

Mr. Green stated that the House had gone into 
other question than that before the House. 
That the land fund was not likely to meet the ex- 
penses. If any funds were due the townsite, it 
belonged lo the town [oh!] mid concluded by 
wishing to divide. 

Mr. Waddington adverted to the remarks of 
the hon. member for Victoria [Mr Franklin) and 
showed from the Treasurer's report that £4,000 
had not been accounted for. That neither the 
Governer, Council, nor Assembly had appropriated 
it ; but a fourth power unknown to tbe constitu- 
tion had done it; that was the I, ami office! 
[Sensation]. That the constitution hail been vio- 
lated, and it was necessary to look into the matter 
before going into supply. 

Mr. Cary admitted (in reply to Mr. Waddington) 
that there was a little untruth on both sides— on 
ths side of the government and Treasurer, and 
that there was a great deal of truth in what the 
hon. member stated. Hut that it was not £4,000 
but £0,580 that had been so appropriated. From 
this he argued the greater necessity for going into 
supply to correct such evils, lie said the Hudson 
Hay Company had forfeited their charter by refus- 
ing the advances ; and hail not the Home Govern- 
ment relieved them from it, every building they 
had could have been taken away. 

Mr. Ciease rose to explain some personal remarks 
of Mr. Cary, and commenced explaining the tinlor- 
tunate position ol tbe colony if it baa to bear the 
estimates, as not more than li lourth ol tho popula- 
tion would be tax payers; ami it would consequently 
be Impossible to meet them. 

The .Sneaker here calico him to order, an having 
spoken before. After mine considerable discussion. 
In which Mr. Crease told some very unpalatable 
truths, and concluded by moving an adjournment, in 
order that all the tacts and truths may not be sup- 
pressed from tbe public. 

On division for going to Committee of Supply: 
Yeas— Cary, Tolmie, Franklin, Soutligutc, (.onion, 
Green. 

Noes— Foster, Cooper, Coles, Waddington, Crease. 
Motion carried. 
The House then adjourned till .'1 P. II to-morrow. 



Breaking Jail.— A daring attempt was 
mndo about 4 v St., yesterday afternoon, to 
aid Birncy and Hawkhurst ii\ making their 
escape from tho jail by throwing over the 
prison fence into tho jail yard a rope ladder. 
Tho prisoners were breaking slo-iet aft the 
time-, A man named Stickles, un old com- 
panion of the notorious Biraejj WAS found un 
the outside, and arrested by Superintendent 
Bailey on suspicion of throwing nvor the lud- 
dor,asho was the only straggler in tho vicin- 
ity at the time. Thu whole of the prisoners 
were immediately searched and 'Jioir irons 
examined, when it was discovered that the 
irons of Birnoy and of Hiiwkharst (who stab- 
bed Kinunel) were so nearly filed through 
that they were ready to throw then off at it 
moment's notice and a lile on each prisoner. 
Stickles will be examined this morning.
